WHY A MILLION IS NEEDED. 


A. T. Ewing and Lafayette Funk Talk to 
the House Committee, 

SprinGFIELp, III., April 9.—The Committee 
on World’s Columbian Exposition of the 
House held a long session this afternoon to 
hear addresses from A. T. Ewing, one of the 
Illinois members of the National Commission, 
and Lafayette Funk, President of the Illinois 
State Board of Agriculture. Commissioner 
Ewing was the first speaker, and he reviewed 
at length the work that had been accomplished 
by State organization in various States. 

„This Exposition, said he. must exceed 
all others ever held or it will be a failure, And 
the main point I wish to urge upon you is to 
make your appropriation large. Before you 
determine upon an appropriation of even a 
million of dollars, I hope, you will. seriously 
consider the situatidh of affairs. There may 
pases be spent in the promulgation and 

lding of this Fair ,000,000, and for IIli- 
nois not to appropriate every cent for this 
purpose that can be wisely and judiciously 
expended will be a mistake to be regretted. 
Do not look at the amount in the ve 
but look at it from the point of what the 
sources of the State are and what a m if. 
cert exhibit can be made of our industries.“ 

Mr. Ewing stated that Chicago had con- 
tributed about $15,000,000 to the enterprise, and 
the Federal Government about $1,500,000.

SENATOR EDMUNDS’ RESIGNATION. 

The announcement oi Senator Edmunds’ 
resignation of the position which he has held 
so long and honorably, as United States Sena- 
tor from Vermont, will be received with gen- 
eral regret; The authenticity of the resigna- 
tion no longer can be questioned, as the official 
document has been made public. There are 
no grounds to question the reasons which he 
sets forth for this unusual step of voluntary 
resignation. The Senator is always straight- 
forward in his statements, and never assigns 
false.or équivocal reasons for his actions. We 
may accept therefore his statement that the 
Washington climate has had the same damag- 
ing effect upon his health that it has had upon 
many others, and we need look no further for 
an explanation of his step. 

All the same the voluntary resignation of a 
Senator who is not yet an old man and who 
could have retained his hold upon the State, 
for Vermont is a State which faithfully stanas 
by its great men, is a little remarkable.

years of patient investigation by specialists.

In this capacity, though author 
of many delusions with whith the public was 
harmlessly humbugged, he did more than any 
other to furnish the. people with amusement 
in “his own and only greatest show on tarth”’ 
and in his great. moral ehibition. He 
sought both to please and to instruct and he 
always gave his patrons a quid pro quo for 
their money, and if he humbugged them they 
at least did not complain but were always 
willing to be humbugged again. As a show- 
man and caterer of amusements he became as 
well known in Europe as in this country and 
he lived long enough to be wined and dined 
by the nobility and shake hands, with 
sovereigns, From this point of view he was 
poet and prophet in the exercise of imagina- 
tion and divination. He sounded the depths of 
one of the strongest elements of human 
character— namely: the desire to be amused, 
which is as strong now.as it was when the old 
Romans clamored for bread and the circus,” 
and in gratifying it he became the monarch 
of the world of amusement, with many imita- 
tors but no peers.. From this point of view 
also his death will be regretted by all classes 
of people from the school boy to the veterans 
who have not yet lost the desire fon dnter- 
tainment. 

The other Barnusf wie aman of affairs, a 
public-spirited citizen, au educator and a re- 
former, and a gentleman whose private char- 
acter won for him the respect of all classes. 
His humbug was of a harmless kind, and the 
very kind in which neople delight, for behind 
it all there was an honest desire to entertain 
and a warm-heartedness and open-handedness 
which commended him to all. In all public 
affairs he took a devided. stand, and his voice 
always was board im defense of religion, of 
temperance, of an honest ballot-box, and of 


good and honorable living. He was positive | 


in his convictions and bold in their expression. 
He was several times ‘honored with positions 
in the Legislature of Connecticut and was 
once Mayor of hus own city, in the prosperity 
of which he was a prominent factor. He was 
an ardent philanthropist, and his gifts were 
bestowed generously and judiciously and with 
the purpose of eneouraging honesty, industry, 
and uprightness. These will remain as monu- 
ments to him when he is forgotten as a show- 


man.

The resolve was 
arrived at unanimously by the holders of 
205,000 out of the 250,000 shares issued by the 
organization. It was agreed to be useless to 
continue the fight. The Supreme Court had 
decided that the trust could not legally hold 
the stocks of the various gas companies, and 
as it had taken no steps tow@rd carrying out 
the only other purpose named in the charter 
the persons composing the organization have 
as gracefully as ‘possible conceded it has no 
right to exist. 

It is about four years since the formation of 
the Gas Trust. The movement was made with 
a great flourish of trümpets, as if the only de- 
sign of the promoters was the good of the 
people, who grumbled at bemg made to pay 
25 cents more per thousand for their gas in 
order to enable the promoters to collect divi- 
dends on a big flood of water. At one time 
it was sought to pacificate them by promises 
of large improvements in the supply, but the 
only additions made were those that would be 
undertaken by any capitalist to meet the 
growing wants of an increasing population. 
The certificates, nominally representing $25,-

THE DIRECTOESHIP OF THE WORLD’ 
FAIR. EDUCATIONAL EXHIBIT

But it was noticea that 
the two or three big men who had probably 
skimmed most of the cream from the milk- 
pan of the concern had stepped out, and it is 
believed the certificates are now held almost 
exclusively by persons identified with the gas 
companies before the trust was formed. 

If this be the case it will simplify matters in 
winding up the business to distribute the 
dividends of the gas companies pro rata accord- 
ing to the holdings of certificates. Otherwise 
some serious complications might arise in re- 
gard to the allotment of earnings against 
stocks in those of the companies which pay 
little or nothing at all in the shape of divi- 
dends, and, in fact, have been set aside from 
active operations in competition with the 
older companies. It is not possible at present 
to estimate how much money was milked out 
of the speculative public by intelligent 
manipulation of the certificates, but doubtless 
the amount was far in excess of the expenses 
of the now defunct organization.

Nzw Yorx, April 9.—[Special. ]}—Some start- 
ling and extremely interesting developments 
are in store when the attempt to break the 
will of A. T. Stewart is resumed in the United 
States District Court May 11, This latest 
contest is in the nature of a suit conducted by 
Gen. Benjamin F. Butler and William Holt 
Secor in behalf of Sarah Branagh of Lisburn, 
Ireland, whose claim thatshe is the nearest 
blood relation of the dead millionaire is as- 
serted to be capable of absolute demonstra- 
tion. The suit is nominally for a writ of eject- 
ment against William E. Smith from the 


‘house at No. 13 West Thirty-fifth street, deeded 


to him by ex-Judge Henry Hilton and Mrs. 
Stewart, the ground of the claim being that 
the will under which Hilton acted as executor 
was not in reality Mr. Stewart’s will, never 
having been signed by him. 
September last by order of Judge Lacombe 
a commission went to Ireland to take evi- 
dence in behalf of Sarah Branagh. The wit- 
nesses were examined before United States 
Consul Edward 8. Raby and Sir James H. 
Haselett at Belfast. The testimony, which is 
very volummous, has just been brought to 
New York and is in custedy of the Clerk of 
the United States District Court. If some of 
this testimony be established as true it 
proves that Mr. Stewart had several close 
kinsmen living at the time of his death, not- 
withstanding the fact that Judge Hilton and 
Mrs. Stewart swore at the probating of the 
will that the dead millionaire left no person 
ot his blood alive, Only those — 1 — 
blood relationship to Mr. Stewart were per- 
mitted to testify before the commission, and 
the result is said to have been a great sur- 
prise even to those at whose instance the in- 
quiries were made,

These are Dr. Valdemar 
Allstrom, formerly an advertising agent in 
Chicago, and Capt. Emil Lindburg, formerly 
a clerk in this city and later Swedish Consul 
at St. Louis Among the prominent Swedes 
of the West both names are familiar, but it is 
safe to assume that neither will attempt to 
place much of the stock in this section. 
Allstrom has had experience in floating 
stock. He sold a good many thousand dollars’ 
worth of shares in a California gold mine to 
Chicago people, all of whom are still holding 
the stdck.

Coining Money with Tom Thumb. 

In November, 1842, while in Bridgeport, he 
heard of a very small child, and his brother, 
Philo F. Barnum, brought 'the little fellow to 
the hotel. Mr. Barnum described him as not 
two feet high, weighing less than sixteen 

pounds, perfectly formed, with light hair, 
2 cheeks, and ‘perfect health. This was 
Charies S. Stratton, who Dec. 8, 1842, was in- 
troduced to the public that ever aiterward 
took great interest in him as Gen. Tom 
Thumb. Many will remember the little 
man’s early days at the American Museum. 
The little General was first engaged for four 
weeks at $3 a week, with 1 board - 
ing expenses for himself and mother. 
Then he was reéngaged for a year at $7 a 
week, but long before the year was out Mr. 
Barnum raised the sa lary to $25 a week and 
said that the dwarf was fully worth it. 

And now, having made much money in the 
two years in which he had owned the museum, 
Mr. 3 gy for new worids to con- 

The Old World seemed to be the de- 
sired new. world, and 80, reéngaging Tom 
poke for another year at $50 a week and all 
expenses, in January, 1846, he set sail in the 
sailing ship Yorkshire for England.
